Police Officer Lee Refutes to Tell Why er 
How He Shot the Man—The Victim Says 
His Assailant Used Bis Revolver Without 
Any Provocation—Who Is the Missing 
Witnese? 


OLICE OFFICER 
JOHN LEE of the 
Fifth Police Dis- 
trict is now un- 
der arrest. He 
is charged with 
shooting William 
Fischer while in 
Patrick Welby's 
saloon, 3028 Hick- 
ory street, yes- 
terday afternoon, 
and pending an 
investigation of

from the force and helu on a criminal Charge. 

It appears that he, who at the time was off 
duty, had entered the saloon and was stand- 
ing againet the bar when Fischer entered 
with a bucket in his hand and asked for & 
nickel’s worth of beer. The officer placed his 
hand on Fischer’s shoulder and placed him 

UNDER ARREST. 

The latter refused to submit to such a pro- 
ceeding. Some words followed, the officer 
drew his pistol and a moment later Fischer 
fell to the floor with a bullet through his 
body. An ambulance was called and the in- 
jured man removed direct tothe City Hos- 
pital, where his wound was at once pro- 
nounced dangerous. 

Lee sat around in a hallway adjacent to the 
salcon tor over half an hour before be was 
molested. Finally in au indirect way Sergt. 
Sommers, who was in charge of the district 
station at that time, heard of the affair and 
dispatched Officer Powers to the scene. Pow- 


ers found Lee sitting in the hall, 
and questioned him in regard to the 
shooting. He denied knowing anything about 
any shooting and refused to answer any ques- 
tions. He agreed to accompany Officer Powers 
to the Fifth District Station, where Sergt. 
Sommers ordered him held to await an in- 
vestigation. 

Capt. Fruchte was at the Fair Grounds at 
the time. As soon as possible he came in oe 
heard the different stories of the affray. 
then cut Lee’s buttons from his coat, 2 
his duspension and placed him under arrest. 
Lee still refused to talk and appeared some- 
what stupid. 

THE DIFFERENT STORIES 

told in regard to the shooting are conflicting. 

At the time there were but four persons m the 
saloon including Lee and Fischer. One ol these 
is a young man named Parks, who refuses to 
make any statement until an official Investi- 
gation isbeld.

He was not known. by any of the others pres- 
ent and slipped away as soon as the shaotiug 
took place. He refused to reveal his name. 

Patrick Welby, the proprietor of the saloon, 
was an eye witness of the affair from begin-

“© Condition of the Place Bo- 
fore the “Reform.” 


Mecruitse Were Systematically Starved That 
Others Might Live Well, and for Trivial 
Infractions of the Rules Were Committed 

~ tea Noisome Den—Stringing Men Up by 
the Wristse—Condemned to Be Unciean— 
Deen With the Fever in the Guard 
House—Savings on Rations—Cruel Non- 


N the testimony before 
the Court of Inquiry at 
at Jefferson Barracks 
yesterday and to-day 
some astonishing reve- 
lations concerning the 
food furnished to re- 
cruits in the companies 
were made. While it 
was known that the 
food was bad it was not 
believed by the officers 
at the Barracks, nor the 
gentiomen who com- 
posse the court that such a terrible showing 
could be made. Twenty-seven witnesses were 
examined yesterday—men from four com- 
panies and prisoners from the guard-house. 
The men from companies had been selected 
by Oapt. Ebstein, the Recorder of the court, at 
random. He had followedj no one’s sugges- 
tions in picking the men, nor did he select 
men by looks or soldierly bearing. As he 
walked down the line he ordered out men 
without reference to their position in the 
line, just as he chose. The testimony of these 
men was 80 startling an indictment of the 
Management:of the Barracks that the court 
might well rest and report the testimony up 
to date. 

The Government provides rations for the 
men that are ample for subsistence and if 
properly managed, will be of sufficient va- 
riety. The following is 

THE RATION 
as prescribed by the articies of war: 

Twelve ounces of pork or bacon or canned 
beef (fresh or corned), or one pound and four 
ounces of fresh beef, or twenty-two onnces of 
salt beef; cighteen ounces of soft bread or 
flour, or sixteen ounces of hard bread, or one 
pound and four ounces of corn meal, 
and to every 100 rations fifteen 
pounds of beans or peas ten

troops in the field, when necessary, four 

poene? of yeast powder to 100 rations of 
our. 

The estimated cost of the above rations per 
day is 16 cents. r except the fresh 
beef is staple, and while under some circum- 
stances all are acceptable articles of food, it 
is necessary for the health of the men to 
substitute articles which the Government 
does not provide for articles it does provide. 
This is done by drawing all the rations 
allowed, and selling portions for the highest 
price that can be obtained; letting 
certain portions of the rations remain in the 
hands of the Commissary and draw their 
money value. As all rations are drawn by 
eompany commanders in sufficient quantities 
to sustain the men, all savings from the ra- 
tion is turned into a company fund. From 
this fund the commander draws money with 
which he purchases varied articles of food. 

THE COMPANY FUND

His food came from the 
kitchen of the depot detachment, the best 
kitchen at the Barracks. The food was all right. 
Then Capt. Ebstein went into the matter of 
harsh treatment. The witness told a story of 
the stringing up of a prisoner. Boone, a 
white man anda colored man, had what the 
witness called ‘‘a little engagement’’ in the 
guard-house one night. Sergt. Sheehan en- 
tered while the men were scuffiing. He 
seemed afraid ot the colored man 
and said nothing whatever to him, but had 
Boone's hands bandcuffed behind his back. 
Arope was attachea to the handcuffs and 
Boone was pulledup by this rope until he 
stood on his toes, and his arms 
were drawn up so that he suffered 
terribly. He was left there for a long 
time. A citizen, the witness said, 
was confined in the guard-house for being 
drunk on the reservation. He was talking a 
great deal and was told by Sergt. Hines to 
‘shut up. He did not immediately cease 
and was gagged. While the gag was in his 
mouth he vomited and was suffoeated, He 
became unconscious and remained so until 
buckets of water were dashed upon him. 

The witness was inthe guard-house when 
the insane man, Tucker, was tied up by Sergt. 
Rogers for breaking glass, and told the story 
substuntially as Reporter-recruit Woodward 
had The witness had seen

Driscoll said the facilities’ for  bath- 
ing were terribly inadequate. There 
is but one tub in the guard-house and that is 
most filthily used. The prisoners had their 
clothes on all the time except when once a 
week their shackles were removed that they 
might bathe. So vad was his situation and

He re- 
turned with the order of the Post Commandant 
for Driscoll to be continued at hard labor.

He said that he had been in the filthy guarda- 
house from March 2i until August 7. before he 
reecived his sentence.

TO THE KITCHENS 

ofthe companies at the Barracks. The first 
kitchen visited was that of C Company. 
The bill of fare was coffee, boiled beef, 
bread and sweet potatoes. The coffee 
had no sugar nit and was miserably weak. 
The meat was fair, and the rations on each 
man’s plate was sufficient, and the potatoes 
and bread were good. The kitchen was quite 
untidy and the windows coated 
with dirt. Before reaching Company D’s 
quarters Col. Lawton, President of the court, 
was approached by one ofthe men of D who 
showed him a piece of the outside of a piece of 
beef. It was hard, and had nota bit of eata- 
ble meat on it. 

„I was given this for dinner, the man 
said, ‘‘and when I complained the kitchen 
Sergeant told me he had nothing to do with it, 
and sent me to the cook. The cook said that 
was the best I could have.“ The recorder, Capt. 
Ebetein, went tothe meat pan and he found 
bolled beef rudely cut in unequal chunks; 
many pieces of gristle were lying in the pan 
like the piece the recruit had shown. Col. 
Lawton, after examining the matter, 
said to the thoroughly alarmed Kitchen 
Sergeant: ‘‘The man’s complaint is just. 
That piece is notfit foradog to eat. Give 
this man his dinner and heis not to be pun- 
ished in any way for complaining.’’ 

Capt. Ebstein at the same time was devoting 
his time to criticising the cutting of the meat 
and warning the cook to be more careful. D

The depot detachment’s kitchen was as neat 
asa pin, the food was excellent and of a suff 
cient quantity. This com any has an excel- 
lent cook, and is the best fed in the garrison. 
It is madeup ofthe mechanics, artisans and 
musicians employed in the post. Company 
A’s kitchen, next visited, was found to be 
quite oo The cook was carving some 
botled beef, which he said was to be used for 
‘‘slum’’ for supper and hash for break- 
fast. The kitchen Sergeant was on the 
anxious seat and insisted on giving all infor- 
mation, but as his information did not seem 
to be right at all times Capt. Ebstein ques- 
tioned the cook and kitchen police. He asked 
for one ration and oae of the kitchen police 
put some mashed potatoes on atin plate. 

Put on more, said the Sergeant. 

More was put on,and a piece of meat weigh- 
ing possibly an ounce was adaed and some 
gravy that with bread constituted the digner.

expression of annoyance 
at ‘‘this petty persectu- 
— tlon, as his attorney 
nad on the firet visit“ 
— sarcastically aubbed the 
— action Instituted against 
him for persisting in selling his diphtheria 
nostrums. Thevity was ready for trial. So 
was Attorney Goode for the defense. Smart 
thought he was ready until all of che witnesses 
against him stood up in a row to be sworn. 
Then he weakened,and motioned to his attor- 
ney. A whispered consultation was then held 
for a moment, after which Mr. Goode asked 
for a continuance in the case in order 
TO OBTAIN A JURY. 
Do you want a jury inthe case? asked the 
court. ä 
No, I don't,“ answered Goode, who ap- 
peared considerably nettled at his ellent's 
sudden action, but Mr. Smart does.“ 
Judge Cady then re-set the case for October 
16, and ordered a special pane! of ten jurors 


summoned for appesrance on that day at 11 
o’clock. Both cases will be tried at the same 
time, and by the same jury. 

The prosecution of Smart, it will be remem- 


‘bered, is for a violation of the city ordinances 


in practicing medicine without a diploma, and 
for fajling to file a certified copy of his diploma 
with the Board of Health. 
HIS METHODS WERE EXPOSED 

a few weeks ago in connection with the death 
ofthe children of Mr. Pfaender, on Easton 
avenue of diphtheria. The direct prosecution, 
however, will be made inthe case of Caspar 
Stroehle, a newspaper carrier, living at 1021 
North Kighth street, who also died under 
Smart’s treatment. 

Dr. Smart had been carrying on his prac- 
tice for some time before hie arrest. Coroner 
Frank states that\when he was practicing 
medicine he frequently came in contact with 
the doctor, who was most persistent in

on people. He had afew ingredients in his 
‘*medicine’’ which possessed some virtue in 
the treatment of diththeria, but 
he displaved most woeful ignorance in 
compounding drugs. Even when reputable 
physicians were called in the persistent Smart 
would not yield to them, ciaiming that he 
knew more about the treatment of the disease 
than they did. He averred that he hag

and his statements were accepted only too 
frequently by the confiding people iu whose 
families he practiced. The injury he did was 
not so much due to his medicine as to the fact 
that while people were under his care physi- 
clans who have studied their profession were 
not called in. Valuable time was thus lost and 
when Smart was finally forced to give way to 
a regular practitioner, his patient was prob- 
ably too far gone for the disease to be arrest- 
ed. Smart has steadily maintained that while 
he is nota graduate of medicine, he has a 
diphtheria remedy of great value, and thinks 
he should be allowed to cure the suf- 
fering and the benefits of his 
nostrum. present prosecution he 
has termed mere professional jealousy and 
has pretended to make light of it. His serious 
demeanor in court this morning, however, 
shows conclusively that he is commencing to 
realize that he cannotérife with human life, 
and in all probabili this fact wilt be very 
strongly impressed on his mind when the jury 
returns a verdict in his case on October 16.

A STRANGE MANDATE, 


The Order of the British War Office te De- 
minion Military Commanders, 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 
MONTREAL, Quebec, Oct. 11.—The following 
order bas been issued by the British War Of- 


fice: 
To the Deputy Adjutant Generals afthe Several 

Military Districts of Canada: 

On receipt of this communication you will 
immediately take steps to ascertain in your 
several districts the fullest information re- 
garding ali facilities for the transportation of 
troops from one part of the country to 
another, 8 details as to means of trans- 
port 4 rail and water, and alse ascertain how 
many horses are available in your districts at 
short notice for the purpose of military 
transportation. 

Asthe newsof the order became public, as 
might have been expected, it caused consid- 
erable excitement in civic as well as military 
circles, in the latter of which- extraordinary 
activity prevails. What is the cause of such 
a mandate from such a quarter? Is Great 
Britain preparing to engage ia immediate war 
with some other power, and is Canadato be 
unknowingly drawn intothe struggie? Such 
are the questions asked by citizens. By many 
the order is considered as asign that the Al- 
leged reement betwéen England and the 
United States onthe Behring Zea difficulty, 
the discussion of which it was unders 
both powers were engaged in with a view of 
coming to some amicable agreement, has fallen 
through and that Great Britain is about to 
show that she means business by throwing 
imperial troops into various parts of Oanada. 
By those who believe this theory the ordef is 
received with delight, but the officers of the 
Fifth and Sixth military districts who have 
their headquarters in Montreal and who were 
interviewed on the subject, doubted that the 
order had any such serious importance. All 
admit, however, that the order is extraordin- 
ary and totallyjunexpected as it is unprece- 
dented. Still they do not put an interpreta- 
tion on the order that war is thought of or 
that England is about to make any serious 
demands on the United States. The only rea- 
son any ot them can assign for the mandate is 
that possibly it is the intention of England to 
throw a strong garrison into the new fortifica- 
tions constracted and in course of construc- 
tion on the Pacific coast, and that the imperial 
authorities wish to ascertain what facilities 
are at hand for the rapid transport of these 
troops across the continent. The truth, how- 
ever, is that the Canadian officers are com- 
pletely in the dark on the subject. The Adju- 
tant Generals of the several dis how- 
ever, will have their hands full for the next 
week or two in carrying out their instructions. 
Meanwhile, the strange order will give tood 
for a puDlic sensation.

HEARD 


AGAINST THE UNITED STATES CONSUL 


Mr. Lewis Cabled to Appear Before the Beo- 
retary of State—The International Mari- 
time On Cc r Break - 
enridge of Arkansas on Legislation in 
the Fifty-Firsat Congress— Washington 
News. 


WasHInoTon, D. O., Oct. 11.—A strange fig- 
ure satin the center of a group gathered in 
Secretary Biaine’s office yesterday. It was 
that of M. Benezula, the Morocco merchant, 


whose complaint against Wm. Bard Lewis, 
United States Consul at Tangiers, was laid be- 
fore President Harrison Tuesday. Around 
him were seated Secretary Blaine, Mr. Simon 
Wolfand Mr. A. Solomons, President of the 
New York branch of the Alliance Israelite 
Untverselle (of which Baron Hirsch of 
Paris is the head), both ominent resi- 
dents of this city; F. H. Toledano of New 
York, interpreter for Benezuli, and Raymon 
Azoque, formerly official interpreter at the 
United States Consulate at Tangiers. Benezull 
recited the story of his alleged wrongs in ex- 
tenso to the Secretary. According to his 
statement he was amerchantof Fez, an in- 
terior town of Morocco. Believing that the 

rotection of the United States official would 

e of benefit to him in his business he entered 
into negotiations with me of his fellow 
Moors to secure the same, and se- 
cured it by the payment of $435. How 
much of this, if any, went to Consul 
Lewis, he does not know. Ramon Azoque, it 
is said, confirmed Benezuli’s statement in 

art respecting the transaction, but he is also 
gnorant of the details of the money part. 
The basis for placing the protection of the 
United States flags over natives of Morocco is 
an article in the Madrid treaty between the 
United states and Morocco. That article au- 
thorizes and empowers the representative 
of the United States in Morocco. to 
extend the protection of his Government 
over members of his household and such 
other residents of the country as it is desired 
to honor, because of their services in its be- 
half. Similar power is granted the repre- 
sentatives of other nations in Morocco. 
Ramon Azoqgue, however, it is said, told the 
Secretary that he had never heard or knew of 
Consul wis’ aonnection with the alleged 
sale of a protectorate in any other case. 
Touching his own relatlons to the 
Tangiers consulate, Ramon Azoque 
told the Secretary, in response to the 
latter’s questions, that he was a native of 
Morocco, but had come to this country abott 
ten years o. He accompanied Consul 
Lewis from Phiiadelphia to Tangiers when the 
latter went out to his post early in 1887, and 
remained with him as official interpreter un- 
tillast December. Then being ordered by the 
Consul to do something he did not believe to 
be right, he quitted the service and returned 
to this country. 

Being further questioned by the Secretary, 
the ex-interpreter made some apparently 
damaging disclosures inthe management of 
the office under Consul Lewis, and in support 
of the truth of bis declaration submitted doc- 
uments, which the Secretary placed under his 
oficial seal for further examination. These 
disclusures are said to have been ofa very 
serious character, relating to extortionate 
charges by the Consul and even worse. 
Throughout the whole interview Secretary 
Blaine is said to dave manifested the keenest 
interest and at its close wrote a cablegram to 
Consul Lewis, directing him to appear at the 
State Department and meet the charges made 
against him. 


Congressman Breckenridge on Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 11.—Representa- 
tive Olifton R. Breckenridge of Arkansas, a 
leading member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the last three Congresses, says that 
the Democrats will not throw a single obstacle 
in the “= rational, unsectional legislation 
by the publican majority. He could not 
predict, in advance of the formation of com- 
mittees, what the Fifty-first Congress would 
probably be able to accomplish. 

It the Republicans, said he, ‘‘will at- 
temptto pass such laws regulating elections 
as shall not be sectional in operation, viola- 
tive of personal rights, outrageous in scope 
and bearing; H. in a word, they will do no 
more than to correct existing abuses, which 
are not confined to particular States or sec- 
tions, I feel warranted in saying that the 
minority will not ＋ 1 objection; cer- 
tainly they will not offer the slightest ob- 
struction after fall and fair debate. The 
statute books are full of laws on the subject, 
but, doubtless, there are further changes 
necessary. Tothose no Democrat is opposed. 
But any effort of the Republicans to enact 
legisiation which shail provide forarmed men 
at the polls for the control of election ma- 
chinery by ope party in a manner not contem- 
plated by our fathers when they framed our 
institutions and thoroughly incompatible with 
Republican liberty and independence, will be 
met by the solid opposition of the minority 
party, and the opposition to such unjust and 
wicked legislation will not be confined to the 
Democrats. I do not think that any very 
barsh restrictive partisan and technical laws 
affecting the Federal elections will be passed. 
I think the Democratic party is disposed to be 
reasonable and fair respecting all measures 
introduced by tre majority and that they will 
not be factious in Opposing Dills introduced in 
or reported to the two Houses in good faith. 

„Do I think anything will be accomplished 
before 1892 toward the settlement of the great 
tariff question? The next Congress can by 
enacting a sensible, business-like measure of 
reduction on the line of popular ideas of re- 
form, take the tariff matter out of politics for 
awhile. Iam impressed with the belief that 
we shall have to make the same fight that we 
made in 1888, but it is certain that the Demo- 
cratio members of the next Congress 
will be at least as fair as the Repub- 
lican members of the last in letting 
n measure get before the House 
and come to a vote in both Houses. I will go 
further and declare my confidence to be 80 
strong in their fairness and magvanimity, that 
I predict that they will excel the Republicans 
in the last Congress in the disposition to have 
the question tested anda definite result ob- 
tained so far as the will of Congress can de- 
termine it. We will agree to bring the bill to 
a vote some time in both Houses, and let the 
majority take the responsibility for 
legiaiation—that is to say, if the measure is 
not one obyiously and conspicuously unfair. 
By inheritance, tradition, usage and patent 
thing commonly governing such cases I would 
say that so far as the Democrats should want 
a leader on the floor and in council they would 
find him in Mr. Carlisle. His position as recent 
Speaker of the House, his great abilities and 
experience, the confidence reposed in his 
sagacity, and his unswerving orthodoxy, all 
seem to declare that he will lead the minority 
in the Fifty-first Congress.

RAILROAD NEWS, 


The Union Pacific and the Trags-Missouri 
Association, 


Cui1caGo, Ill., Oct. 11.—The Trans-Missouri 
Auxiliary Association had a stormy time at its 
meeting yesterday. The application of the 
Union Pacific, that its business west of Den- 
ver be excluded from the jurisdiction of the 
association for the reason that the Denver & 
Rio Grande’s business west of Denver, Colo- 
rado Springs and Pueblo not amenable to 
the provisions of the agreement, was under 
consideration. Mr. Mellen declared that his 
company could not stand the competition by 
outside roads any longer, and that it was 
losing its Colorado business. No other line 
except the Union Pacific was subject to the 
provisions of the agreement, so far as 


Colorado traffic was concerned, the Denver & 
Fort Worth having withdrawn from the as- 
sociation because it co not stand the Rio 
Grande’s competition, A tent effort has 
been made eversince the formation of the 
Trans-Missouri Association te bear as heavily 
as possible upon the Union Pacific and to pre- 
ventit from getting its due proportion of the 
Colorado traffic. It would not stand such 
treatment any longer. The Union Pacific’s 
roposition being voted down, Mr. Mel- 
eh stated that he would give notice 
during the afternoon session of the 
Withdrawal of his company from the associa- 
tion. Such notice, however, had not deen 
given at the time of adjournment. Being 
asked by a reporter as to what his company 
proposed to do in the matter, Mr. Mellen said 
he had requested President Adams and Vice- 
President Holcomb for permission to give 
notice of the withdrawal of the Union Pacific 
from the association, and he had no 
doubt that they would readily grant 
such permission. His company was tired of 
the treatment it had received, and would no 
longer tolerate the diversion of its traffic by 
other lines.

AFREIGHT CONDUCTOR’S NEGLIGENCE RE-

A Freight Train Crashes Inte Sevéral 
Coaches Filled With Miners—Three Men 
Fatally Injured—Died in Mid.Air-—The 
Horrible Death of a Western Unien 
Lineman—A Terrible Fall—Casealties, 


PITTSBURG, Fa., Oct. 11.—A wreck occurred 
on the Cleveland, Wheeling & Lorain Han- 
road two miles west of Bridgeport, O., this 
morning between an engine and s caboose 
carrying about one hundred laborers. One 


train was going north and the freight with the 
caboose coming south. A g smash-up 
was the result. Four men, whose names 
could not be learned, were kitied and twelve 
others fatally injured. The cause of the col- 
lision has not been learned.

Five train men an 
miners were injured, three of the latter fa- 
tally. The collision was caused by a misun- 
derstanding of the freight conductor. The 
names ot tne injured have not yet u 
learned. 


The freight train had orders to look out for 


the work train and not to pass the Wheeling 
Creek Mines until after the arrival of the 
work train. This order was disregarded, and 
the collision resulted. The engineers and 
firemen and many miners * and saved 
their llyes. A miner named Moore bas died 
from his injuries.

KILLED—David Moore. 

INJURED—Samuel Tracy, three ribs brokes 
and injured internally, will die; Nathaniel 
Clay, bruised about the head and body, prob- 
ably fatally burt; David Richardson, arm 
broken in two places and shoulder dislocated, 
will recover; John Johnson and Thos. Marden 
legs crushed, very serious; Wm. Stitt, leg and 
foot crushed, will recover. Eight or ten oth- 
— injured, but their wounds are not 
serious. 


Died in Mid-Air. 


NEW YorK, Oct. 11.—An electric lineman 
met with a horrible death at the corner of 
Center and Chambers street at 1 o’clock this 
asternoon from contact with an electric light 


wire. He was employed by the Western 
Union Co., and presented a terrible sight as 
he died on the network of wires in mid- 
air, while the deadly fluid actually made 
his body sizzle and the blood pour out on the 
sidewalk and over the clothes of the horrified 
spectators. The accident occurring in the 
middie of the day in one of the busiest parts 
of the . was witnessed by a large crowd of 
people. he man’s body lay limp and mo- 
tionless over the mass of wires attached to 
the cross-trees of the pole. he firemen 
brought out a ladder and one went up with a 

air of shears to cut the wires. The man was 
ound to be dead. 


Racehorses in a Smash-Up,

WINDFALLS FOR AXMY OFFICERS. 


Decisions Regarding the Computation of 
Lengevity Pay. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 11.—If the com- 
missioned officers of our army have not ob- 
tained much from Congress of late years in 
the way of increased remuneration, they cer- 
tainly have been fortunate in the courts. 
Some years ago the Court of Claims decidea 
im the oase of Capt. Chag. Morton, Third Cav- 
alry, that the course of instruction at the 


Military Academy was . service in the 
army and must be reckoned in the computa- 
tiow of longevity pay. The statutes describe 
that for length of service 10 per cent shall be 
added to the pey ofthe grade after the first 
five years and so on for successive periods 
of fiVe years up to twenty years 
after which | the longevity pay remains fixed at 
40 per cent additional. The Treasury officers 
refused to acceptthis decision in the Morton 
case and especially as Attorney-General Mo- 
Veagh hadonce given an exactly opposite 
opinion, and appealed to the Supreme Court. 
It was argued that a West Point education was 
only preparatory for nu service and not 
service in the army itself; that it was a gift to 
the cadet who had also all hig maintenance 
and cadet pay supplied to him, and that Con- 
never could have meant, in its longevity 
egisiation that this youth on graduation 
should be considered as already within twelve 
months of being a veteran of five years’ 
army service. But the Supreme Court 
held that the wording of the statutes 
left not the shadow of a doubt that the 
West Point Cadets form a part of the army, 
and it soit was equally beyond doubt that 
service at the Military Academy isservice in 
the army and entities the cadet who graduates 
to have his four years computed toward lon«- 
evity pay. Since that decision was rendered 
Congress had taken no steps to modify the 
longevity act, so that it may be fairly assumed 
that this body considers the graduates of the 
academy to be equitably as well as legally en- 
titled to the longevity pay. The next 
step was an extension of this main prin- 
a ip the case Capt. Malcom F. 
atson of the retired list. The Morton 
case directly affected os who on 
February 24, 1881, had less than twenty years’ 
service. The Watson claim was aleo carried 
up tothe Supreme Court and im its turn re- 
ceived favorable adjudication there. 

The Treasury Department then began to 
consider how much it would be called upon 
to pay out under this decision for claims rest- 
ing upon the same foundation as that of Capt- 
Watson. These under the Tyler and Morton 
decisions had been provied for. Accordingly, 
not long ago, the Second 8 applied 
to the Attorney - General for inions 
upon some legal points connec with 
the Watson claims. Meanwhile, in his 
office an attempt has been made to discover 
how many claims were likely to arise under 
the Watson decision. The period embraced 
by it is from 1888 to 1881, and applies not only 
to officers still living who served during that 
period but to the heirs of officers. Excep- 
tlons, of course, exist in the case of those 
who left the army to take part in the rebel- 
lion, and the same is true of cases of those 
who served only as general officers. On the 
other hand, the many cadets who did not 
graduate but received commissions in 
the army will be entitied to longevity 
pay for b years as they 
were at the academ Exactly how 
many claims of all sorts t ere will be, cannot 
vet be definitely known. About twelve hun- 
dred have already been filed and in the Sec- 
ond Auditor’s office it is thought that there 
willhardly be as many additional, and that 

,500,000 will pay them all. In the Second 
Jomptroller’s office, however, it is reckoned 
that the number will be nearly four thousaad, 
in which case it may take nearly three mil!- 
ions tosatisfy them. The difficulty of an ex- 
act reckoning is enbanced by the fact that 
while some claims will amount to only a few 
hundred dollars, others will reach as man 
thousands. At all events, it has been a wel- 
come windfall.

That Officer Was Buried in Albany and Not 
at Ticonderoga. 


The dispatch from Ticonderoga. N. Y., 
describing the discovery ofa coffin contain- 
ing the remains of Lord Howe, who fell at 
that place during the French and Indian War 
of 1758, is evidently a mistake, as Lord Howe 
was buried in Albany and not on the battie- 
field.

Coroner Messmer Investigates the Case of 
Julia O’Copnor, the 15-Year-Old Girl 
Whe Died Aftera Fistic Encounter With 
Maggie Miller, One Year Younger—The 
Accused Exonerated.

New Yorx, Oct. 11.—A Ooroner’s jury spent 
six and a half hours. yesterday considering 
the case of Julia O’Connor, the young girl 
who died a week ago from the result, it was 
supposed, of injuries received in a fight with 
14-year-old Maggie Miller on July 17 last, on 
Avenue B, near Eighteenth street.

A GRAIN CLEARING-HOUSE., 


A Movement on Foot on ’Changete Estab- 
lish One—Its Advantages.

A DIPLOMATIC EPISODE. 


HOW SECRETARY BLAINE STIRRED UP THE 
RUSSIAN BEAR. 


— 


The Usual Serenity of the Relations Between 
the Foreign Offices of the United States 
and Russia Somewhax Ruffled—Confusion 
and Delay in the Delivery of a Cipher 
Dispatch Cause the Trouble. 


By Telegranh to the POST-DISraTcr. 

NEw Tonk, Oct. 11.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of a continental German dally, 
in a recent letter gives this account of a diplo- 
matic episode which not long ago ruffled the 
usual serenity of the relations between the 
foreign offices of the United States and Russia: 

„A cipher dispatch was recently received 
bere from Mr. Blaine, American Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs in Washington. It was in- 
tended for Mr. Wurtz, the present Charge 
d' Affaires of the United States. The address 
ofthe dispatch was merely ‘‘Wurtz. Charge 
a’ Affaires, St. Petersburg. Now according 
to the rulas of the postal and telegraphic de- 
partments here, the residence of the ad- 
dressed person must be given in detail, 
otherwise the dispatch will be handled as 
‘undeliverable on account of defective ad- 
dress, and will be returned to the place 
whence it was sent. The sole object of this 
arrangement is to hinder certain abuses in 
commercial telegraphic communications. 
Formerly dispatches were frequently sent to 
persons with common names in large cities 
without a word in the address as to street and 
number. Consequently the officials were often 
obliged to go to great trouble and, in some 
cases, an expense to get carelessly addressed 
telegrams to their destinations. The regula- 
tions now inforce were ostablished only to 
correct this special abuse. Nevertheless the 
telegraphic officials accept and obey the rules 
in question literally and without reservation. 
For instance, ashort time ago a dispatch toa 
very high Russian dignitary who was visiting 
St. Petersburg and who, by the way, hada 
very unusual name, was handled as undeliv- 
erable because, besides the dignitary’s name, 
it bore only the words, 

GOVERNOR GENERAL. 

In the same spirit the cipher dispatch to Mr. 
Wurtz was returned to Washington. The 
American Secretary of State, who is rather 
famous for his slashing way of doing things, 
did not take this well at all, and he shortly 


sent the very same dispatch back to St. 
Peters at the same time adding a few 
rather strikingly personal remarks for the 
benefit of the telegraphic authorities. These 
authorities at once decided that the dispatch 
was deliverable. In consequence of aconfusion 
such as occurs here only too frequentiy, the 

dispatch was then sent to the American Con- 
sul, instead of the Charge d’Affaires.

They receive without a word of 
explanation all messages left at the Moscow 
and St. Petersburg offices for transmission 
during the Czar’s journey. collect the tolls 
and then let everything lie tntouched for 
nine, ten, eleven or twelve hours, as the plans 
of the Czar or the speed of his train may re- 
uire. In most cases, of course, this half 
ay’s delay renders the telegrams entirely 
worthless. Telegrams sent from one part of 
St. Petersburg to another require usually 
three or four hours for transmission and de- 
livery. Political telegrams are subject to ad- 
ditional — 32 Such telegrams in Russia 
must always be read and approved by the 
Government’s telegraphic censor 
BEFORE THEY CAN BE TRANSMITTED. 
In all St. Petersburg there it but one tele- 
graphic censor and he has a dozen other off 
cial duties etn disconnected from his su- 
pervision of political dispatches. He is con- 
sequently rarely to be found inthe same of- 
fice, or evénin the same city district, for any 
two successive hours inthe day. Now and 
then he disappeara completely and the dis- 
Far tr fon which the sender has id tolls, 
= from moderate, lies on his desk for fifteen 
sixteen The Russian pos- 
tal service if any, better 
organized than the telegraphic service. Even 
a registered letter mailed at the big St. Peters- 
burg office at 8 o’clock in the morning does 
not leave the city until z o’clock in the after- 
noon ofthe next day. Ordinary letters and 
packages, of course, fare no better and gen- 
erally worse. The Russian public have 
become 80 callous, however, to 
the innumerable inconveniences of their pos- 
tal and telegraphic service that comparatively 
few complaints are. heard. Only when an 
eepecially ridiculous or disastrous blunder is 
made is there any talk at all about the press- 
ing necessity of postal and telegraphic re- 
orms.

The Work Done in Frivate of Far Greater 
Importance Than That Transacted in 
the Convention Hall— How Contracts 
Will Be Distributed in Case of a Strike 
—A Strong Combination. 


ROBABLY the most suc- 
\} cessful convention ever 

held by the United Typo- 

thete of America came 
to an end yesterday after- 
noon. The attendance was 
very large, and the meet - 
ing passed off without 
any friction whatever.

plated a strike for eight hours

The Executive Committee 
reported against the practicability of the in- 
troduction of the law, and the convention 
adopted resolutions to the offect that any- 
thing of the kind was impracticable, at least 
for the present. Other matters were consid- 
ered, the international copyright and the ap- 
prentice system receiving particular attention, 
but the action on the eight-hour law was con- 
sidered by farthe most important. The con- 
vention meets in Boston during September of 
next year. 
THE THREATENED STRIKE. 

A member of the Typothete rep- 
resenting a large New York pub- 
lishing house, said: “The adoption 
ot the report of the Executive Committee on 
this point was little short of a declaration 
of war against the federated trades unions. 
Had we adopted the resolutions that we bave 
done without making any provisions to meet 
a strike we should bave been guilty of a great 
folly and shown that we were unfitto manage 
our own affairs. As a matter of fact what was 
accomplished outside of convention was much 
more important than anything done 
in the dall. We do nos wish 
to have any fight with the 
Typographical Union, asa strike occasions 
us large loss, with no corresponding benefit, 
even if we are successful. Our wish is to get 
along perfectly smoothly with the journéyman 
printers, and asa matter of fact they now get 
as good wages as the state of the trade admits 
of. They are not complaining, but many of 
them declare that a working day must be one 
of eight nours.
